Part Three Dissertations (also called ‘theses’ in some universities) in partial 
satisfaction of the requirements of the M.Ed. degree (inclusive of 
M.A. in Education at Calcutta). 


In each part, the theses or dissertations have been arranged according to uni- 
versities; in each university, they have been arranged chronologically according to 
the year in which they were approved; and where more than one thesis or disser- 
tation are approved in the same year, they have been arranged according to. the 
alphabetical order of the names of the authors. ; 


Reference Numbers of Theses|Dissertations: Each thesis/dissertation has been 
assigned a serial number in the order in which it appears in the list, This reference 
number will be continued in subsequent volumes of this series also and will be used 
in the indices, 


Indices according to Authors and Subjects: At the end of the list, two indices 
have been added. The first index gives the reference numbers of theses/ dissertations 
corresponding to the names of the authors which are alphabetically arranged; and 
the second gives the reference numbers of theses/dissertations classified according 
to subjects, E

It is also 
used for the investigations approved in full satisfaction of the requirements of the 
M.Ed. degree. When the investigation is in partial fulfilment of the requirements 
of the degree, however, some universities use the word ‘dissertation’, while others 
use the word ‘thesis’. In order to avoid confusion, therefore, the following termi- 
nology pattern has been adopted in this volume: 


The expression ‘thesis’ is used for investigations approved for the doctoral 
degrees of Ph.D., D.Phil., or D.Litt., and for investigations which are in full 
- satisfaction of the requirements of the M.Ed. or M.A. (Education) degree. 


The expression ‘dissertation’ is used for investigations which are approved in 
partial fulfilment of the M.Ed. degree, irrespective of the fact whether the 
university concerned calls it a thesis or a dissertation.
